Economists and government authorities, in past 
months, have professed bewilderment over failure 
of business and consurners to respond more enthus- 
iastically to the various steps that have been taken 
to stimulate economic activity. Fear of continuing 
inflation has been blamed, in large part, for the lag 
of confidence. Part of the explanation, however, 
is due to the soaring mountain of rules and regula- 
tions pressing in from all sides. 

Professor Yale Brozen of the University of 
Chicago has observed, free enterprise today in the 
United States is only half alive. While this may 
be an unduly pessimistic diagnosis, there is no de- 
nying that many industries and millions of individ- 
uals must devote a great deal of time and energy 
to the business of living with the rules. Retail mass 
distribution, for example, which developed a peak 
of efficiency in a competitive, free market, must do 
more than move the highest possible volume of! 
goods at minimum prices. Every retailer must en- 
deaver to mee the needs of his customers — the na- 
tion's consumers — and, at the same time, manage 
to live with the thousands of laws and taxes that 
narrow the freedom of action of all citizens. While 
legislators talk of high prices, nothing is ever said 
about the added costs of doing business in a free 
enterprise system that is only half free — costs 
that, in the end, must be passed along to the con- 
suming public. 

No other nation has ever enjoyed the dramatic! 
advances in living standards that have accompanied! 
the revoluiion of American merchandising that has| 
occurred during the last half century. The merch- 
andising technology of today is a product of the 
free enterprise system. Business and consumer con- 
fidence in the future depends upon the preservation 
of that system.

Lakefront Property Owners

Every citizen should be 
reminded that litter accumulated 
on jce-covered Jakes during the 
winter will end up in the water 
or on the beach in the spring.

The tip of an iceberg has surfaced in local 
governmental relations, with much more of the 
knotty problem certain to emerge as time passes. 


One of the more attractive parts of Michigan's 

“new"’ state constitution adopted in 1963 was the 
provision that Michigan counties could adopt their 
own individual charters for self-government. 


This provision was put in the constitution to 
recognize the need for experimentation along with 
Jocal control of local destiny. The theory was that 
our identical torm of county government may not 
necessarily fit each of Michigan's 83 counties, and 
therefore the residents of a county, through their 
own county Charter, should be able to set up the type 
of county government they want for self- 
government. 


But since the constitution was approved in 1963, 
not a single county has attempted to write its own 


_ charter. 


There has been some movement, however—like 
' 
t 


right now. 


A few weeks ago, the state legislature held 
hearings on two bills proposed to permit revamping 
of county government structure. The backers of the 
bills were few. the opponents were many. 


But this is a problem that won't go away by itself. 
There will be more and more movement toward 
revising county sisuciure. 

One bill now current, introduced by Rep. Thomas 
Ford of Grand Rapids, spells out how counties 
would go about adopting a charter. he Ford plan 
also would permit counties to take over con- 
siderable power now vested ii cities and other loca 
units. The tax limit of counties, according to some 
interpretations. could go as high as 25 mills under 
the Ford bill. Presently elected offices—like those 
of clerk and sheriff and others-could be made 
appointive or kept elective. combined or limited in 
function. 


The other current bill. offered by Sen. Carl 
Pursell of Wayne County. is even more drastic. 


The Pursell bill would permit a county board.of 
commissioners. either by itself or after a public 
vote, to establish the office of county manager. 
Administrative power would be centralized in the 
county manager. who could be either elected or 
appointed by the commissioners, depending on 
which Pursell route a county would choose to take. 
Duties of most present officers would be changed; 
the sherilf, for example, would lose his rele in law 
enforcement and keeping a jail, being limited in- 
stead to serving civil processes and keeping order in 
the court The law enforcement function primarily 
would come under the manager. 


As could be expected. spokesmen for most 
presently elected county officers oppose one of both 
of the bills. 


The Michigan Association of Counties—made up 
of county boards of commissioners—favors the 
bills. testified A. Barry MeGuire, executive 
director of the association: 

“Counties need modern tools and modern ap- 
proaches for the 20th century. These are permissive 
bills--not mandatory—and I think both should be 
adopted.” 


Another backer was Robert E. FitzPatrick, 
chairman of the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners; as a matter of fact, the charge that the 
bills are designed primarily to help Wayne County 
Git of us governmental woods probably has some 
merit 


But the opponents: Well, they don’t like the bills 
at all 


“An abomination,’ commented ene local elected 
official. “A blatant attempt to completely subvert 
the power of ine voters of any county in Michigan. 


“Tyrannical, dictatorial, cruel, confiscatory, 
destructive,” claimed Joseph A. Parisi, executive 
director of the Michigan Township Association. ‘‘A 
classic example of new, wild experimentation with 
a system of government proven over 1,200 years.” 


The theory of the 1963 constitution is probably 
correct. but implementation is another matter. The 
Ford and Purseil bilis are two eariy attempis tu get 
something going; neither one likely will be adopted 
in its present form. More ideas, more study, more 
Giscussiun are needed. 

But the fight will continue both ways—to try 
something new, or to keep the old and tested and, in 
many areas, found wanting.

Retiring may not be in 
your immediate future, but 
how about re-tiring? Now 
there is a thought to make 
the average woman cringe. 
But maybe you do know 
what brand of tires to buy 
for your car and where, and 
whether you want bias ply, 
bias belted or radial. [f so, 
this discussion is not for you. 

But if you need help in 
re-tiring, it’s a good idea to 
start by checking your pres- 
ent tires. Note any informa- 
tion and numbers on the 
sidewalls, and examine the 
treads to see how they have 
worn as an_ indication of 
wheel balance. 

Then you'll have to con- 
sider whether vou want over- 
size tires. whitewalls or 
black, and other factors such 
as bias ply. That refers to 
the layers of strengthening 
material 
tread. 

Bias-ply tires are adequate 
for conventional driving, but 
they may not last as long nor 
handle as well as the bias- 
belted types, which cost 
more, Radials are noted for 
toughness but unless vou are 
a hard driver, most salesmen 
are not likely to recommend 
them for your car. 

Another important deci- 
sion is whether or not to have 
your new tires balanced. If 
they are not balanced, they 
can be ruined in short order. 
So, okay, you want them bal- 
anced—will it be static or 
dynamic balancing? Static 
costs about $1.50 to $2 a tire 
while dynamic is about $4 
to $5. 

Static unbalance is what 
happens when your wheels 
bounce up and down. Dy- 
namic unbalance produces a 
side-to-side wobbling. Most 
out-of-balance conditions are 
a combination of both. So, 
while an unbalanced condi- 
tion may be corrected with 
the less expensive static sys- 
tem, you are safer with dy- 
namic balancing which elimi- 
nates both problems.

Teday's Subject: Some Other Drugs 
Most Commonly Abused 


Today we will go over some of the drugs most commonly 
used and abused so we will all be familiar with terms and types 
for later discussion. 

ORAL AMPHETAMINES: ‘these are stimulants. On the 
street they are referred to as ‘‘Bennies,” “Whites” (round and 
white). Also in this category are ‘‘Dexies’’ (green and white 
capsules) and ‘Hearts’ (green, heart-shaped tablets). These are 
what are commonly called “pep pills'' or diet pills. Taken 
orally, Amphetamines stimulate the central nervous system, 
the brain and spinal column. Users, under the influence of these 
drugs, will usually be argumentative, overactive, unusually 
talkative, gencrally unable to eat much, unable to sleep, and 
show a marked release of inhibitions. (It is not unusual for one 
under the influence of these drugs to suddenly remove his 
clothing for no reason.) 

Users usually demousivate mental confusion, unpredictahle 
and irrational behavior, even violent behavior may result. Use 
is biologically harmful too because it destroys body reserves 
and makes the user extremely vulnerable to disease. These 
are illegally available on the ‘‘street market" (about 8-10 for $1) 
yet many youngsters obtain oral Amphetamines from the home 
medicine chest (parents’ pep or diet pills). 

Note: Most ‘‘street market’ (black market) Amphetamines 
are made by illegal laboratories, often by experimenting ama- 
teurs, using imbalanced chemicals in unsterile surroundings. 

INJECTED METHAMPHETAMINES: These are referred 
to, among other terms, as ‘“‘Speed’' or ‘‘Meth” and are far more 
potent, faster acting and, of course, extremely harmful. Users 
on injected (intravenously) Methamphetamines are usually ex- 
tremely confused, very unpredictable and irrational. Violent 
behavior is common and toxic psychosis (sick and insane) may 
result. Sometimes users get on a ‘‘Speed” or ‘Meth’ run. A 
“run” is an intravenous injection as often as every 4 hours for 
3 to 6 days, with no eating and no sleeping. During these per- 
fods the user is extremely overstimulated and out of control, 
or in terms of the street he is ‘‘strung-out" or “up-tight.”” And 
he will show acute signs of paranoia — he sometimes collects 
weapons because he js convinced that people are plotting his 
death. On occasion a user gets the feeling he must “kill or be 
killed.” A zoom Jens effect of the eyes (like a camera zoom 
lens) makes the user even more paranoid because objects and 
people loom up before him, disappear and alarmingly reappear. 

When injections are stopped after a “run,” the user ‘‘crash- 
es'' — this means he goes into a period of hallucinations and 
deep sleep coma lasting from 18 to 48 hours. He awakens fam- 
ished, eats huge amounts of food, particularly sweets and 
liquids. He is extremely fatigued, very suspectible to disease 
and deeply depressed. At this point, many users will take an 
oral Amphetamine to get going again. 

“Speed” is available on the “street market” in papers, a 
small paper package, at about $3 to $5. It sells for about $100 
an ounce. Speed aggravates any heart condition and can cause 
strokes in suspectible people. It is toxic to any healthy heart 
and also to the blood vessels as it increases heart rates, blood 
pressure and can cause shock and death! 

Another powerful stimulant is Cocaine. Its effects on the 
body and mind may even exceed those of Speed. Cocaine, an 
extremely hazardous drug, is being imported in increasing vol- 
ume from South America and Cuba and is being used at alarm- 
ing rates by young people. (A gram costs $40 to $50 and makes 
10 capsules.) 

Let's go further into drugs next week. We have more infor- 
mation to cover on the subject that will be beneficial for you te 
know. If you already know this data, it will be helpful to brush 
up on it.
